You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in said 
New Ipswich on Tuesday, the eighth day of March next, at 
nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year en- 
suing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray Town charges for the ensuing year and make appro- 
priation of the same. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to complete the State Road 
built last year, to the Sharon line, toward Peterborough, raise 
and appropriate $5,000.00, said amount with $10,000.00 from 
the State to be used in accordance with Chapter 84 of Public 
Statutes, or take any action thereon. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to raise $3,200.00 for 
State Aid Maintenance. 


5. Toseeif the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$1,200.00 for a resident physician. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ARRTORTBLS 
$300.00 for the white pine blister rust.

Report of Electric Light Committee 


The past year in the department has been one of consider- 
able interest to the committee and to the public. As every 
one knows the town in its annual meeting in March 1931, 
took away from the committee the rate-making power for 
current consumed in town and established a flat rate of 12¢ 
per kilowatt. Your committee does not believe that any sort 
of flat rate per kilowatt is the proper way for any town to 
sell electric current. It tried out a sort of sliding scale for 
sales to all but motor customers in 1930. The sliding scale 
seemed to your committee to be the proper way to handle 
the business for the town and was prepared to continue it in a 
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modified form this year. The electric light business in New 
Ipswich has developed into a real proposition. The Town 
now has over 250 customers and an income from meter 
accounts of over $7,000 this year. The electric light depart- 
ment believes that in making any schedule of rates it has a 
certain sum of money that the business must produce or one 
of two things must happen. The town must sell out it’s 
plant to some Public Service Co., or levy additional taxes on 
the real estate to make up lack of revenue. Certainly the 
citizens do not want to give up the use of electricity. 

Your committee believes that the following is a proper list 
of the expenses which go to make up what revenue the plant 
should produce. 

Annual depreciation at 7% of cost of 


plant ($37,483.80) $2,623 86 
Annual cost of reading meters 311 00 
Street lighting 1,200 00 
Cost of current 262 Ta20 
Overhead (postage, telephone, cleri- 

cal, committee, etc.) 300 00 

$7,052 06 


Your committee has been particularly urged by our large 
customers to see what can be done to give them better rates. 
Your committee has ten customers whose accounts averaged 
over $100 each. These ten accounts showed a revenue in 
1931 of $1,332.48. An average of $133.24 (8 motor cus- 
tomers). There are seventeen customers with accounts 
between $50 and $100. These 17 accounts showed a revenue 
of $1,203.14. Average revenue of $70.77 (one motor cus- 
tomer), 27 customers gave a revenue $2,535.52. This is 
35.3 percent of the revenue of the whole electric light dis- 
trict. Such customers as these deserve a respectful amount 
of attention in their requests for rates. Rate making is a 
serious matter and has had serious attention on the part of 
your committee. It is said in electric lighting companies that 
a reduction in rates does not mean a reduction in revenue, 
as the customers use a lot more current and more than make 
up for reduction in rates. It did not prove true in 1931 in 
New Ipswich in regard to the first ten extensions. This may 
have been due to the world wide depression through which 
all have had to economize. Those ten extensions showed a 
loss of $130.74 in revenue. The original plant showed a gain 
of $19.34. Both of these figures are too small to indicate 


46 


what the trend of revenue will be. It seems to your com- 
mittee that many citizens have failed to realize that there 
is a figure for annual revenue from a customer, below which 


any customer is a loss. From your committee’s experience it 
believes $20 to be that figure for customers on the extensions 
and $15 on the original plant area. This difference comes 
from the extra time needed to read meters on the extensions, 
extra line and core losses and extra expense of transformers 
per customer. 


Your committee feels that the citizens have not given 
proper attention to the fact that practically every citizen in 
the township of New Ipswich can have his buildings lighted 
by electricity. There are we believe only fifteen houses in 
the entire township that could not be served today by our 
lines. We believe there is not another municipality in the 
United States that can show such an electrification. Such 
an electrification as the Town of New Ipswich has is expen- 
sive and means that rates in New Ipswich can not be as low 
as in towns where only more thickly settled areas have been 
electrified. The extensions of the Town of New Ipswich 
have been made in several ways, contribution of labor by 
the customers with a tax levy by the town, labor from cus- 
tomers with tax levy and any balance of cost from the electric 
light treasurer, labor and money from customers plus a tax 
levy and in a few cases labor from customers and balance 
from the electric light treasurer. To sum the whole matter 
up the Town of New Ipswich has put into its electrification 
under all the various plans $37,483.80. As every citizen 
knows the original electrification was made from tax levy 
solely. What each and every citizen should do is to think 
over what it is worth to his comfort and happiness to have 
the use of electricity. We have a case in point in regard to 
one citizen of the Town of New Ipswich to whom the town 
has refused to extend its lines. This man was so eager to have 
the use of electricity in his house that he has signed a six 
year contract to pay annually $54 to a Public Service Cor- 
poration. This citizen of New Ipswich is on an extension 
with two more customers who have, we understand, signed 
up the same contract. Some of our customers have asked 
your committee why New Ipswich could not do as well in 
its rates as the town of Rindge, N. H. Conditions in Rindge 
are quite a bit different from our New Ipswich conditions. 
Mr. Rice of the Rindge Committee tells us that extensions 
into the farming areas of Rindge have been made with the 
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customers paying one half the cost of the same. Then the 
Town of Rindge has sold a half interest in that same ex- 
tension to the New England Tel. & Tel. Co. The Town of 
Rindge pays for lighting its streets from a tax levy. New 
Ipswich pays nothing from its tax levy for street lighting 
now. Your committee must put that charge into its charges 
to customers. So-called summer residents are always big 
users of electricity. Rindge is fortunate in having many of 
these summer resident customers all over the town and 
particularly around Lake Monomonack and the so-called 
Contoocook Lake (Long Pond). The Town of Rindge buys 
its current at a better rate than New Ipswich. Its present 
contract with the Derry Electric Co. is 2.5¢ for 1st 10 m. 
kilowatts and $1.75 for the balance. New Ipswich contract 
is 3¢ per kilowatt. 

Your committee has been doing a lot of figuring on what 
it believes to be a proper rate for the sale of current to its 
customers. It believes in a sliding scale as follows: lighting 
schedule: 

14¢ for the 1st 15 kilowatts. 

10¢ for the next 20 kilowatts. 

8¢ for the balance. 

$1. minimum monthly charge on lighting contracts. 

Power schedule: 

1st 100 kilowatts at 8¢ per kilowatt. 

Balance at 6¢ per kilowatt. 

Minimum charge of $1. per demand H. P. per month.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
TO THE SCHOOL BOARD AND CITIZENS OF NEW IPSWICH: 


I submit my ninth annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools. 


SCHOOL ORGANIZATION 


We have the same teaching staff this year as last year 
except at Number Six school. Miss Muriel Church declined 
re-election to that position and in her place we secured Miss 
Elizabeth Helstein of Mason. Miss Helstein was graduated 
from the two-year elementary course at Keene Normal School 
last June. 

Two major changes have been made since my last report 
in the general plan of organization. It was found after 
conference with the parents in the Number Six District 
that it would not be feasible to close the Number Six School 
and combine it with Number Five because of the difficulties 
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of transportation. This difficulty did not prevail, however, 
in the proposition of closing the Number Five School and 
transporting these children to Number One, and this plan 
was put into effect last September. These children now 
have the advantages of larger numbers in a grade, fewer 
grades in a room, and being under the care of two experi- 
enced teachers in place of one inexperienced teacher. 


The other change is in line with the suggestion of last 
year’s report. Arrangements have been made with Appleton 
Academy so that the whole group of students in that building 
is organized as a six-year school with departmental teaching. 
Miss Rand teaches two classes of High School French, while 
Mr. Camp teaches two classes of Junior High School Science 
and the Manual Training. Mr. Smith teaches one class of 
Junior High School History, and Miss Mosher teaches the 
Junior High School Sewing. 


This plan makes it possible for the seventh and eighth 
grades to be separated from each other in all of their class 
work. I believe this plan should be continued next year. 


SUPERVISION 


In the past two years I have been able to increase the 
proportion of time devoted to school room supervision so 
that for the current year it amounts to 65% of my total 
time; 25% is devoted to office work which includes the tabula- 
tion and study of teachers’ tests and standardized tests, and 
the remaining 10% is devoted to other activities including 
School Board Meetings, conferences and visits outside the 
district. 

The testing program is being conducted along the same 
lines as described in previous reports. In addition, I have 
this year begun a practice of making special reports to the 
parents as to their children’s success in these standardized 
tests. The results of the Stanford Achievement Tests given 
in January are now being sent out to the parents, and the 
results of the reading tests in the Primary Grades will be 
sent out later on. These reports are intended to give to the 
parentS an opportunity of making the same comparison, 
between the standing of their children in these tests and the 
teacher’s marks, that we have been making and using for 
the past three years or more. We are using standardized 
tests that are in general use throughout the country and 
have been perfected to such a degree as to furnish a very 
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reliable measure of accomplishment in the grades for which 
the tests are standardized. 


A general invitation is extended to parents to confer with 
the Superintendent and teachers, for there is much that we 
are able to tell in a conference that it is impossible to put into 
a written report. 


APPLETON ACADEMY 


The remodelling of the academy building has made pos- 
sible a very satisfactory change in organization with far 
superior accommodation and opportunities than the old 
building afforded. The offering of the new course in Me- 
chanic Arts and the extension of the Commercial Course 
into the third year has met with a very pleasing response 
and enrollment has increased beyond our expectations. 
New Ipswich pupils attending the Academy three years ago 
numbered nineteen, two years ago seventeen, and last year 
twenty-seven. This year the number has grown to forty- 
eight and we are basing our estimate of the cost of high 
school tuition next year on a probable total of fifty-six pupils. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION 


The annual medical inspection was made early in October, 
1931, by Dr. Cayward and the school nurse, Mrs. Gilbert. 
They report as follows, including Appleton Academy with 
the Public schools:

Mrs. Gilbert has had three groups of children at special 
clinics, one group of four for vision with three corrections, 
one group of three for tonsil and adenoid operations, one 
group of seven for chest examination, three being re-examined 
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following a previous clinic. One of these later received special 
treatment at the County hospital. 


THE BUDGET 


The budget for 1932-1933 calls for $13,000 as compared 
with $12,733.65 last year. $221.91 of the total amount esti- 
mated above the usual revenue has been set aside to be 
absorbed by the surplus we shall have at the end of the 
present school year. Estimated expenditures in the group of 
items subject to state aid totals approximately $1100 less 
than last year. We have estimated $7000 for teachers’ 
salaries in place of $8000 because of closing Number Five 
School, and have made several adjustments in other items. 
The additional items including statutory requirements re- 
main practically the same, with the exception of High School 
or Academy tuition which we estimate will cost at least $5000 
next year, an increase of $1500 over last year’s estimate. 

The interest and cooperation of the School Board and 
citizens is as greatly appreciated as it has continually been 
during my period of service in this district.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 
TO THE CITIZENS OF NEw IPSWICH: 


The year 1931-1932 has been a year of much progress in 
the school affairs of this town. 

In its last annual report the school board recommended 
the closing of Number Six school and the transference of its 
pupils to Number Five school. A joint meeting of the parents 
of the pupils attending Number Six school with the School 
Board and Superintendent of Schools was held soon after 
the annual school meeting. As the parents felt that the 
change would not be for the best interest of their children 
and as it is the desire of the School Board to consider the 
wishes of all interested parties, the matter was dropped. 


A suggestion that the pupils of Number Five school be 
transferred to the Central school was followed up by an in- 
vitation to the parents to meet with the School Board and 
Superintendent to consider the proposition. There being no 
opposition expressed at this meeting, the plan was carried 
out and the use of the Number Five School building was dis- 
continued in June. This change involved a new transporta- 
tion route and the pupils have been comfortably and safely 
carried to Number One School. The School Board feels that 
it has been a great advantage to these children to come in 
contact with larger groups, to have fewer grades in a room, 
and to be taught by teachers of several years’ experience. 
The building itself was thoroughly renovated during the 
summer vacation, new equipment was added, and electric 
lights were installed. 

One of the greatest changes along the line of school work 
has taken place in the Junior High. The pupils have the 
advantage of a much better equipped building, a larger 
number of teachers, including one in manual training, and 
a separation of the two grades in all branches of instruction. 

The only changes in the personnel of the teaching force 
were the appointment of Elizabeth Helstein to take the place 
of Muriel Church who resigned in June and the non-reap- 
pointment of the teacher in Number 5. 

The attendance, on the whole, has been excellent and 
more pupils have gone on into the higher grades. 

The School Board extends its thanks to the Parent-Teacher 
association for its generous response to all calls made upon 
it for its moral and financial support. 
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To the Librarian, Mrs. Frances Nash, we wish to express 
our gratitude for her unfailing interest in the educational 
welfare of our children and for the continued help given to 
all those who seek her advice and encouragement. 

We urge all parents and those who seek the welfare of our 
children, who make the town of the future, to visit the schools 
and see for themselves the fine work being done by our corps 
of efficient teachers.
